The most important area of invest-

United States has changed in 10 years. 
Now the village doctor helps support 
the New York 
Philharmonic and 


Uncle Joe helps guarantee the Metro- 
politan Opera. 


There was a day when one family, 


the Estcrhazys, supported tin opera, an 
orchestra and even a great composer 
for their own exclusive enjoyment. 
Later a Colonel 
Higginson 
could 


shoulder the deficit of the Boston 
Symphony, and Harry Harkness Flag- 
ler could assume the burden of the 
New York Symphony. 


There was also October, 1929. 
The virus of October, 1929, worked 


slowly 
but 
effectively. 
The 
first 


break came in March, 1932, when 
bearded 
and remote 
Giulio Gatti- 


Casazza announced that the Metro- 
politan's financial backlog was ex- 
hausted. 


There were many similar breaks over 


the country. 


Yet there were no important cas- 


ualties among great American orches- 
tras, opera companies, or art museums. 
Even book publishing, which took a 
severe beating, lost few important 
practitioners. 
Public libraries were 


hardest hit. Art dealers drew in their 
horns, and a few important ones clos- 
ed out. Museum endowments lost in- 
come steadily—no final answer has 
yet been found to that, either. 


But generally an answer was found. 


It was forced on the world. The an- 
swer was to broaden the base of sup- 
port. 


One instance was governmental: the 


federal art projects. By and 
large 


these proved there was « popular 
market for "art," and that "art" could 
be produced to fit it. 


Privately the situation is similar. 


Once you could count the men who 
suvported 
the New York Philhar- 


monic on your fingers and toes; now 
there are more than 10,000 guarantors.

If we 
can add a hundred thousand men to 
the U. S. army to fight an enemy 
that does not exist, a thousand men 
for the department to break up the 
practices (hat foul all business should 
be not an expenditure but an economy 
This in one of the first steps toward 
a balanced budget. 


Industrial Expansion Follows 


Naturally 


The question of industrial plant ex- 


pansion is not so simple. Enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws will help 
greatly here too. But the simple fact 
is that as soon as money begins to 
flow into the railroads, the utilities 
and into building* the income thus 
created will flow quickly into plant 
expansion. And the cleaning up of 
the building industry will add a sti- 
mulus to plant expansions which, af- 
ter all, consists largely in building 
operations. 


The next great problem then is the 


budget. Spending government money 
to give work to idle men .does help 
business. But creating government de- 
ficits at the same time fouls private 
investment. It hurts almost as much as 
it helps and the government learns 
that once this policy is carried on 
on a large scale it has to be kept up 
on an ever larger scale. 


The problem of balancing the bud- 


get, therefore, is intimately connect- 
ed with recovery and the revival of 
private 
investment. How can 
this 


be done? We have but to study the 
budgets of the last few years to see 
the answer. 


First of all, the actual sums spent 


pn iclicf and uccovery directly arc 
less than half of the deficit. A large 
part has been expended on other and 
even harmful purposes, such as sub- 
sidies to ailing groups. Therefore the 
first thing to do is to put an end to 
all government lending to debt-ridcn 
industries, farmers and home owners. 
The next step is to lifnit depression 
expenditures ruthlessly to actual re- 
lief. 


Then the government should quit 


all other forms of spending and limit 
itself to such projects as are honest 
and sound investments. 


Next, Then, Is a Tax Bill 


Having done these things the gov- 


ernment should then adopt a tax bill 
which will cover the costs of govern- 
ment, cutting ordinary government ex- 
penses wherever necessary to accom- 
plish this object. The government de- 
fense program should be rigidly limit- 
ed to the government's ability to pay 
for it in casli out of tax moneys. 


The deficit, under this plan, would 


be limited strictly to projects which 
lire self-liquidating and 
which can 


be carried honestly as a revenue-yield- 
ing awct against the deficit. This is 
entirely feasible. It can be clone this 
year. 


To crown all this, the government 


has simply got to abandon the theory 
that there is only one way to make 
every crippled industry work—and that 
is by paying government subsidies. 


If congress could put through such 


a program before June it is certain 


effect on business would be 
almost immediately.

Mayor Resigns When. 


Appointment Is 


Defeated 


'KANSAS CITY -(/P)— Mayor Bryce 


B, Smith resigned Wednesday after 
the Pendergest Democratic machine 
came to life and seized back the power 
it gave him last spring. Smith, who 
made a fortune in bread before he 
turned to politics, resigned effective. 
Saturday following an angry city hall 
scene in which he shouted'"political 
double cross." 


Virtually a figurehead under the city 


manager form of government, Smith 
announced he was assuming power last 
April after a federal grand jury un- 
covered graft- and political corruption 
which rocked the powerful Pendergast 
group and sent Boss Tom and several 
of his followers to Leavenworth pri- 
son. 


Vote switching in .the City'Council 


last night gave the machine faction 
a majority which thwarted the mayor's 
plans for appointment of a city, mana- 
ger and city counselor. Over Smith's 
opposition the council selected Wil- 
liam Drennon, 73, as city manager to 
succeed the late Henry F. McElroy, 
Pendergasl henchman who quit under 
fire iasl spring. The mayor had held 
out for a younger man, trained for 
the job.

Exactly 100 years ago. 18-10. William 


Henry Harrison run on ;i lug cvjbin- 


, free cider campaign, and was swept 


into the presidency. Behind him was 
a long and colorful frontier car-jcr. 
symbolized by bis smashing victory 
over Tecumseh at Tippecanoe in r\7ov- 
embor, 1811. Freeman Cleaves, after 
years of fresh research, turns out a 
fast-moving, full-length biography of 
the warrior in "Old Tippecanot" (S-ri- 
bners: $3.75). To read it is to re-orient 
yourself in American history from the 
Revolution almost to the Civil War. A 
portion of the book from (he battle of 
Tippecanoe is excerpted here: 


The early morning sky was releasing 


trickles of dampness when a few sol- 
diers arose a little earlier Ilian usunl 
in order to rekindle the fires and 
warm themselves before the reveille 
call. Harrison was up and was draw- 
ing on his boots as the orderly drum- 
mer stood at attention. The night, it 
seemed, was safely over. However, 
it was still dark . . 


The savages let loose an ear-split- 


ting yell and rushed toward the lines 
Harrison got his shoes on and colled 
for his Negro boy George to bring 
up bis gray mare, but the animal had 
broken loose from its picket Waller 
laylors servant came up leading a 
black horse which was offered, and 
Htirrison mounted at onctv<aimmonin« 
two companies of regulars to reinforce 
the stricken line. 


That he was astride Major Taylor's 


dark mount was a stroke of fortune 
According to the Indian plan a hun- 
dred warriors were to rush in and slay 
the white chief on the gray marc. Col- 
onel Owen, following directly 
after 


Harrison, was toppled from a "remark- 
ably while horse" almost at the gen- 
eral's side.

Tale of Dictators 


Old OrdeTshaken Up 


By Acts of Vio- 


lence

The grievous breakdown of laws 


and u.snges governing international rc- 
l.'itlons, which hns developed so rapidly 
in the last half dozen years that 
m-incd aggression and diplomatic cris- 
es have become commonplncc, likely 
will be recorded ultimately as mark- 
ing an epoch in the history of man- 
kind. Instances include the Japanese 
conquest of Manchuria, the Italian 
conquest of Ethiopia, and the Ger- 
man conquest of Austria, Czechoslova- 
kia, t:nd Poland. 


In seeking an explanation of this 


ugly throwback, the first things to 
strike us nrc tlint these plunge spots 
are so widespread as to affect a large 
part of the globe, nnd that most of 
them HIP related in some way to to- 
tiriitnrian governments. 


The easiest way to dismiss the sub- 


ject is to assess the blame against 
the personal ambitions of individual 
dictators. However that explanation' is 
Car from satisfactory. 


We are even less satisfied with this 


argument when our search disclos- 
es that, coincident with these inter- 
national clashes, political upheavcls 
of varying degrees of intensity are 
proceeding in numerous countries of 
both hemispheres. Like the internat- 
ional clashes, they are evidences'of dis- 
satisfaction with the established order 
of things. 


The general nature of virtually all 


these manifestations makes it hard 
to escape the convitcion that the world 
is undergoing a groat convulsion for 
a readjustment of inequalities of so- 
ciety. 


This readjustment has to do not only 


with the conditions existing within the 
individual nations but with the re- 
lations of the stales to each ohcr. It 
s more violent in some places than 
in others. 


We still have to reconcile the arm- 


ed aggression to this idea of a social I 
revolution. The immediate cause of the 
overt acts probably lies in the fact 
that dictators cvcrcisc absolute power 
in numerous instances. Some of those 
rulers have taken it upon themselv- j 
PS to make their own international 
laws. 


But we musn't forget that these 


same dictators in many cases came into 
power with the consent, tacit or an- 
nounced of the people, who were floun 
dcring in the Slough of Despond and 
were willing to try anything. 


True, some dictators have far ex- 


ceeded the authority which the peo- 
ple meant them to have. However, 
there are few dictators the people 
couldn't got rid of if they set out to
